I'd be grateful for advice about a 1920s style TRF Rx which I'm 
designing as I go along. Two main questions at this stage: 


(1) If I have 2 stages of RF amplification (using 1920s 4 V valves), and 
I aim to receive a 500 kW station on 198 kHz which is only about 20 
miles away, might I end up with TOO MUCH RF voltage at the detector? I 
suppose that is one reason for the invention of AGC. 


In order to use the valves I have for amplification at RF and AF, I had 
planned an OA81 diode detector but if that, with its forward voltage 
drop of 0.2 V, "gets" several V of RF, might it not detect very well, 
and/or create audio distortion? 


One of the aims is to show how very good is the audio of AM broadcasts on 
Long and Medium wave. (I'm old enough not to hear above 9 kHz so I don't 
need FM!) 


Question (2): I'd like to make large-diameter tuning coils like those in 
1920s books and magazines. Please help with the number of turns - 
diameter typically 2 inches. (OK, they didn't use yogurt pots but I can 
only go so far. THEY didn't have conical coils which can slide in and 
out!) 


The tuning C is 50 to 1000 pF (actually a 2-gang 500 pF.) I would really 
like to be able to cover 198 kHz (BBC Radio 4) to 900 kHz (just above 


BBC Radio Scotland) but my preliminary calculations using 50 to 1000 pF 
semm to suggest this can't be done and I will need a tapped coil. Which 
surprises me and I think my slide rule might need new batteries.

Xtal 'phones are essentially an infinite impedance that will present 
a slight capacitative load. They need to be bypassed with 5-10k 
resistance for use on a crystal set. They should NEVER have DC 
applied to them and need reasonable care as the internal structure is 
VERY delicate. They are quite sensitive on a crystal set when just 
the right shunt resistor is determined. Most mikes (except carbon 
types)will work in reverse. I 've heard stories of broadcast engineers 
temporarily rigging the talkback from the control booth thru the 
announcers mike to see how much dead air they could get out of their 
dumbstruck victim.

in order to provide what counterbalance I can muster against the 
onslaught of BA information from the US, I thought it might be amusing 
to provide some "couleur locale" from Europe. Last Saturday I attended 
the 1998 installment of the "Landelijke Radio Vlooienmarkt", held in 
's-Hertogenbosch (try to pronounce that without gagging!). In 1997 
this event drew a crwod of 8000, if I remember that year's reports 
correctly. It's aim is to promote home construction practices amongst 
radio amateurs, and judging by the number of people leaving the market 
showing happy grons while carrying armfulls of odds and ends that to 
me at least looked like "major electronic construction challenges", 
the flea market was a great success. 


I spotted several booths where the dominant color of the exhibited 
wares was olive drab. The times are certainly a-changing, ‘cause much 
of the surplus stuff was sand-state, alas. However, many a tubed piece 
of equipment was still to be found, to wit: - various AN/GRC-9 sets, 
varying from complete setups in mint condition to scruffy sets with 
either transmitter or receiver missing; - many German surplus dealers 
and collectors offering sets from the former DDR, or even from farther 
east, judging from the Cyrillic lettering; - also spotted a Racal 
RA-17 (at $150) and a RA-117 ($125) plus matching pre-selector ($50); 
- even saw a Hammarlund HX-Fifty, but didn't notice the price; 


Several booths were aimed at the collectors and restorers of antique 
BC wireless sets. The SRS (Surplus Radio Society) was out in force 
with a booth showing various sets from members, including an 
absolutely stunning HRO-C that was (playing 40's dance tunes.)

There are 11 wax capacitors in the RF deck of a Hallicrafters SX-28. 
While it is possible to replace a few of them with hemostats and a 
long thin soldering iron, some are so buried that they are not 

even visible. There follows a description of how to open up this 
deck. It is not for the faint of heart. I am limiting the 
description to access to the RF amplifiers, since they are the most 
difficult to get to otherwise. The theme may be continued on to the 
oscillator etc. at your own pleasure. 


1. Remove the top of the RF/variable cap box and pull the four 


tubes. 


2. Tag and then desolder the wires connected to the last gang of both 
the main tuning cap (two wires, one terminal) and the bandspread cap 
(3 wires, two terminals). I found the solder in this BA to be 

_very_ high melting point, so you will need a hot iron. 


3. Turn the receiver over and rest it on its top with the rear apron 
facing you. All descriptions of position will be with respect to this 
orientation. 


4. Go to your chiropracter for an adjustment. 


5. Use a 1/4" nutdriver to remove all of the screws on the upper 
edges of the RF side shields (these screws hold the internal shields 
in place). 


6. Remove the two screws holding the back of the bandswitch to the 
rear panel. 


7. Turn the bandswitch to band # 2 (this is for access in the 
next step). Remove the bandswitch knob. If the shaft has any burrs 
from the knob setscrews, use a fine file to smooth them down. 


8. Loosen the setscrews on the dial indicator drum (this is the brass 
cylinder that is on the bandswitch shaft, located in the gearbox). 


9. Gently pull the bandswitch shaft all the way out. DO NOT lose the 
little tension spring (looks like a bent washer) that is betweeen the 
dial indicator drum and the front panel of the gearbox. Let the 
indicator drum hang on its string. 


10. Loosen the setscrews on the antenna tuning shaft (at the coupler 
to the cap) and pull the plastic tuning shaft all the way out. 


11. Find a GOOD Philips screwdriver, not a Chinese knock-off. 
Torn-up Philips screws are impossible to remove, and the ones you have 
to hit next are in impossible places. 


12. Remove the four Philips screws that attach each side-shield to 
the chassis. They are directly below the upper screws that you 
removed in step 5. This is easy on the right side. To remove the 
ones on the left side, you must unclip the filter cap attached to that 
shield and unscrew (with a 3/8" nutdriver) the attachments of the 
shielded pair that are grounded through the two inner mounting 

lugs of the power transformer. By lifting the shielded pair (which is 
covered by some kind of brownish tubing) you can (barely) get to the 
Philips screw heads. Also, remove the grounding lug for the filament 


circuit from the left shield. 


13. Desolder the wire going through the right shield to the rightmost 
coil in the rearmost compartment. 


14. Tag and desolder the pair of wires that go to a switch 
wafer and run through the top middle of the divider ("front") for 
the rearmost compartment. 


15. Unscrew the nuts holding the antenna input posts, thereby freeing 
the antenna leads internally. 


16. Remove the screw and nut holding the braid connection that runs 
to the rear chassis wall. 


17. Remove the Philips screws holding the dividers down. There are 
four for each divider. A long grabber (hemostat) is essential to get 
these suckers out. 


18. Gently pry the sides of the RF compartment apart. Then, pull the 
rearmost divider toward the rear to unhook it from underneath the 
baseplate in the next forward compartment. 


19. At this point the rearmost divider can be swiveled up to the 
left. There are some more wires holding it in on the left side, but 
they do not have to be removed to get reasonable access to the tube 
socket. This also affords good access to the next compartment. 


20. Replace all the caps and most of the Rs while you're there. I 
found that all three caps in the rear compartment were marginally 
leaky (caused the eye on my Heath cap checker to close about halfway) 
at 150 volts. Note that one of the caps is under a coil and can't 
even be seen from above. I also found about half of the Rs to be out 
of spec (e.g., 135k for 100k). 


21. Reassemble, then go find a cold 807. 
This whole process takes about 4-5 hours if done carefully.
